EVERY woman wants white 
smooth-skinned, 
well-cared-for 
hands. Even to have them rough­ 
ened from exposure or work makes 
her self-conscious and the appear 
anre of a skin rash is a cause for 
real anxiety. It not only interferes 
with the routine of daily life but 
may also be a positive social and 
economic handicap. 
Dr. Norman Tobias of St. Louis, 
Missouri, has made a study of a 
large number of patient! with 
various types of skin rashes on the 
hands. In about four out of ten in­ 
stances the condition was due to 
w hit is known as contact derma­ 
titis and half of the cases occurred 
in housewives. 


Due to Sensitivity 
In these cases, the ski.: rash is 
due to sensitivity to some sub­ 
stance with which the hands come 
in contact. Substances responsible 
included certain kinds of soap and 
washing powders, turpentine, var­ 
nish, silver polish, and various 
ointments. In workers, gasoline, 
cutting oils, glue, photographic 
solutions and cement may be re­ 
sponsible. 
The skin rash in all these cases 
was made up of patches of in­ 
flamed skin containing pimples or 
blisters. Later on there was some 
scaling. 
The rash usually appears first 
on the back of the right hand or 
aver the knuckles. After a time, 
the left hand is affected, but usu­ 
ally to a lesser degree. If not 
checked by proper treatment, the 
rash may spread to the wrists and 


forearm. As a general rule, when 
the condition is caused by soap and 
washing powder, it is usually 
worse in winter and often start* 
at the base of the thumb. The rash, 
as a rule, causes severe itching. 
Contact dermatitis is usually 
easy to diagnose by the appear­ 
ance of the rash and a history of 
exposure to some irritating sub­ 
stance. What is known as a patch 
test is helpful in making a diag­ 
nosis. This is carried out by ap­ 
plying some cf the tub*lance 
under suspicion to a piece of gauze 
and fastening it to the ^kin with 
adhesive tape. 


Inflamed Area 
At the end of 24 hours, if the 
patient is sensitive to the sub­ 
stance being tested, a red, inflamed 
area will be noted where it has 
been in contact with the skin. 
In treating contact dermatitis 
when it first starts, some soothing 
preparation such as a solution of 
aluminum acetate is employed by 
th* doctor. If the condition has 
been present for several weeks, 
ointments containing xeroform, 
zinc oxide and talc are suggested 
by Dr. Tobias. 
Light mineral oil is used to re­ 
move the ointment. If the condi­ 
tion has been present for several 
months a tar paste is suggested.
